There's a lot of heat been stirred up over questions asked in 


the national census, and a lot of It is probably justified. We can 
find a lot to agree with in the bill introduced into the Congress 
by Rep. Jackson E. Betts of Ohio. Congressman Berts would 
require answers on only a few fundamental questions — age, sex, 
address, marital status, relationship to head of household, visit- 
ors in home at the time of the census. Answers on anything else 
asked would be left entirely up to the resident questioned. 


Betts and a lot of other persons argue that the census poses 


a growing invasion of privacy — that it's nobody's business but 
your own how many bathrooms you have. And we can be sure that 
H enough embarrassing and unjustified questions have not already 
been propounded, someone will figure some out. 


But on the other hand, if the data sought in the census is to be 


really valuable, the answers should come from everyone. If it 
is left up to the individual citizens what questions they will answer 
and which they will not, the results are likely to be spotty and not 
nearly as dependable as if everyone answered. With that in view, 
perhaps Congressman Betts is placing too strict a limit on the 
questions to which answers should be required. 


The sensible course seems to be to continue to require answers 


on pertinent and really important data, and not ask questions on 
other matters.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. 
(AP)— 


"The 
public demands medioc- 


rity in education, and that's just 
what it gets," says Dean David 
L. Clark of Indiana University's 
School of Education. 


"If society were intolerant of 


the educational 
system, that 


system would change. But it's 
built into the fabric of our so- 
ciety. We do just well enough to 
get by — until a noneducation- 
al crisis such as Sputnik, or a 
riot in the ghettos, forces us in- 
to some kind of action." 
Clark said that Ind^na Uni- 
versity, 
which produces the 


largest number of initially li- 
censed teachers In the nation, 
is actively engaged in research 
to improve both teaching and 
learning. 


But, he said, "There is a tre- 


mendous gap between what is 
already known, and what we're 
doing. We do a great deal of 
talking about education, but lit- 
tle is happening In the real 
world of the schools. 


"No one in his right mind 


would seriously contend that 
jurnbo-siz« lectures make for 
tbe best instruction. We don't 
need 15 years of research to tell 
us that. How can one teacher 
teach every student at that stu- 
dent's r*t« of learning? 


«We already know, too, that a 


proportion of a teach - 


'* time is spent not in teach- 


ing student*, bat actually indis- 
tr«cting 
them from learning.

With such a pro- 
gram, one-quarter to one-third 
of the class time could be spent 
by the students studying alone 
at their own rates.

Clark also declared that the 
graded system of education, 
where pupils march through the 
first, second, third grades, etc., 
in educational lockstep, "is an 
absurdity."

student reading at the second 
grade level never gets a chance 
to catch up.

blades flew off, the craft ex- 
oloded in the air, and the debris 
scattered into the Pacific. Test 
Pilot David Beil was killed. 
Now it develops that the Army 
document granting the Cheyenne 
research contract to Lockheed 
was signed by Willis Hawkins, 
then Assistant Secretary of the 
Army in charge of research, 
who came to the Pentagon from 
Lockheed and later returned 
to Lockheed. 


During the competition for the 
Cheyenne 
contract, Hawkins 


also 
attended a meeting at 


which the proposals from a doz- 
en rival companies were dis- 
cussed. Yet he had signed a stip- 
ulation that he would disassoc - 
late himself from any matter 
involving Lockheed. 
He was also required to sell 
his Lockheed stock, give up his 
stock options and sever all 
ties with the company. Yet when 
he 
left 
the Pentagon In June 


1966, he returned to his form- 
er desk at Lockheed as vice 
president in charge of science 
and engineering. 


JUST HAPPENSTANCE 


A company spokesman assured 
this 
column that Hawkins had 


excused himself from the Pent- 
agon meeting before the Chey- 
enne proposals were discussed 
and that he had not participated 
in the decision to award the 
contract to Lockheed. The rea- 
son he signed the authorizing 
document, the spokesman ex- 
plained, was that he happened 
to be Acting Secretary of the 
Army at the time. 


The spokesman also acknowl- 


edged that an Army advisory 
committee, headed by Dr. Kurt 
Hohenemser, had pointed out 
some technical problems con- 
nected with the Cheyenne. The 
spokesman 
denied, however, 


that Lockheed had been negli- 
gent in going ahead with the 
March 12 night test. The 10 
test models, he said, had made 
900 previous flights. 


A year ago, New York's Rep. 


Otis Pike asked L. Mendel Riv- 
ers, the House Armed Services 
chairman, 
to investigate the 


skyrocketing 
Cheyenne costs. 


Pike also cited Hawkins' ap- 
parent 
conflict 
of Interest. 


Whatever extent he participat- 
ed in the decision, he was the 
Army's 
research chief at the 


time Lockheed was awarded the 
contract. 


Yet Rivers flatly refused to in- 


vestigate Lockheed, although he 
has sent his aides and secre- 
taries all over the world in- 
vestigating 
the most trivial 


matters. It has also been re- 
ported 
that R i v e r s pulled 


strings Inside the Pentagon to 


get the C-5A contract for Lock- 
heed's plant in Marietta, Ga. 
About this time, Lockheed of- 
fered to help pay for the erect- 
ion of a bronze bust of L. Men- 
del 
Rivers on a seven-foot 


granite shaft, overlooking Riv- 
ers Avenue in North Charles- 
ton. 


A subscription to build the 
monument was raised by North 
Charleston businessmen who 
wanted to show their gratitude 
to Rivers for bringing so many 


defense contracts into their a- 
rea. Lockheed offered to make 
up whatever amount the local 
businessmen failed to raise. As 
it happened, they were short a 
little over $200, which Lock- 
heed immediately coughed up. 


Among 
the guests who flew 


down to South Carolina for the 
dedication, recall Pentagon In- 
siders, was Hawkins. He stood 
in a drenching rain with a glit-

JOHN THE IMPOSSIBLE 


People tend 
to forget, when 


they think about John Lindsay, 
how terribly regulated his ideo- 
logical reflexes are. Here he is, 
competing for the renomination 
of the Republican Party as may- 
or of New York, trying for the 
sake of the orthodox to get him- 
self photographed with Ronald 
Reagan when briefly the gover- 
nor was in town. But then he 
slips away over the weekend and 
addresses the kids at Yale Uni - 
versity — and there is the real 
L i n d s a y , who shows by his 
thoughts why he is incapable of 
dealing with reality in New York 
City. 


"If you wonder," he told his 


audience, "why so many stu- 
dents seem to take the radi- 
cals seriously, why they seem 
to listen to clearly unaccept- 
able proposals and tactics, ask 
yourself what other source in 
the past has won for itself the 
confidence of young people." 
Now the formal structure of 
that observation is: Granted that 
no one should condone the pro- 
posals and tactics of A. But are 
you surprised that people do, 
inasmuch as people have also 
condoned the proposal and tact- 
ics of B, D, E, and F ? That 
structure is, by the way, insuf- 
ficient to carry the weight of the 
argument. There have been at 
all times in history people who 
have believed in unbelievable 
things, and who have condoned 
uncondonable things.

that one should be per- 


missive toward those who con- 
tinue to do so. Because there 
were Germans in their 
par- 


ents' time who 
believed in 


exterminating the Jewish race 
neither explains, nor justifies, 
that there should be Negroes in 
our time who wish to extermin- 
ate the white race. But con- 
sider the examples then cited 
by Mr. Lindsay as being in some 
way equivalent to the proposals 
and tactics of the SDS . . . . 


"Is it the Government (which 


has won for itself the confi- 
dence of young people by 
1) tel- 


ling us that victory in Vietnam 


was around the corner?" 


How is that a "proposal" or 
a "tactic?" It is a mis-estim- 
ate. Anybody who has confidence 
in every military estimate, or 
for that matter social esti- 
mate, of a government, is na- 
ive beyond hope. 
"... or that we fight for a 


democratic ally that shuts down 
newspapers and jails the oppos- 
ition?"

ing at Bemtre, that 'It became 
necessary to destroy the town 
in order to save it17" Why is that 
so difficult to understand? A 
town is less its buildings than 
its institutions. The resistance 
in France did everything to de- 
stroy French installations, so 
as to repel the Nazis. Did May- 
or Lindsay never read about the 
burning of Moscow by Mus- 
covites in order to discourage 
Napoleon? 


"Is it the university, which 


calls itself a special institution, 
divorced from worldly pursuits, 
while it engages in real estate 
speculation and helps plan and 
evaluate projects for the mili- 
tary 
in Vietnam?" What ap- 


palling, demagogic, balderdash. 
Is building a bridge a worldly 
pursuit? Well, they have taught 
you how to do that at univer- 
sities since Plato. Is it worldly 
for a private university to char- 


ge a student far less than it costs 
to send him there to school? 
How is the university going to 
make up the difference? By 
investments, 
including real- 


estate investments; for the sole 
benefit of the student. 
The trouble with John Lindsay, 
fundamentally, is that he cannot 
think 
rigorously. 
The next 


trouble is that when he does 
think, he thinks in harrowing 
penetrable liberal cliches. The 
third trouble is his genius for 
saying the inappropriate thing. 
The thing to say at a college 
in this particular season is that 
the indulgence shown- to the 
radicals tears at the substance 
of the civil society.

There's a lot of haat baan stir rad up ovar questions asked in 
the national census, and a lot of it is probably justified. We can 
find a lot to aprea with in the bill introduced into the Congress 
by Hap. Jackson E. Batts of Ohio. Congressman Batts would 
require answers on only a few fundamental questions — age, sex, 
address, m arital status, relationship to head of household, visit­ 
ors in home at the time of the census. Answers on anything else 
asked would be left entirely up to the resident questioned. 


Batts and a lot of other persons argue that the census poses 
• growing Invasion of privacy — that it's nobody's business but 
your own how many bathrooms you have. And we can be sure that 
If enough em barrassing and unjustified questions have not already 
been propounded, someone will figure some out. 


But on the other hand, if the data sought in the census is to be 
really valuable, the answers should come from everyone. If It 
is left up to the individual citizens what questions they will answer 
and which they will not, the results are likely to be spotty and not 
nearly as dependable as if everyone answered. With that in view, 
perhaps Congressman Betts Is placing too strict a limit on the 
questions to which answers should be required. 


The sensible course seems to be to continue to require answers 
on pertinent and really important data, and not ask questions on 
other m atters.

WASHINGTON -O n top of the 
disclosure that the Atr Force 
(alstfted reports about the C - 
5A transport plane, this column 
has learned of another Lockheed 
contract scandal that the Army 
has tried to suppress. 
Lockheed Aircraft is develop­ 
ing a combat helicopter, called 
the Cheyenne, whose costs have 
soared far more spectacularly 
than 
have the experimental 
models. 
Indeed, Lockheed en­ 
countered so much difficulty 
with 
rotor instability that a 
blue-ribbon 
Army 
advisory 
committee warned the company 
to conduct extensive wind-tun­ 
nel tests before sending up an­ 
other test pilot. 
Lockheed ignored this advice 
and scheduled a test flight ov­ 
er the Pacific on March 12.

"T he public demands medioc­ 
rity in education, and that’s just 
what it g ets,’’ says Dean David 
L . C lark of Indiana University’s 
School of Education. 
“ If society were intolerant of 
the educational 
system, 
that 
system would change. But it’s 
built into the fabric of our so­ 
ciety. We do just well enough to 
get by — until a noneducation - 
al c risis such as Sputnik, or a 
riot In the ghettos, forces us in­ 
to some kind of action." 
Clark said that Indiana Uni­ 
versity, 
which produces the 
largest number of initially li­ 
c e n s e d 
teachers in the nation, 
is actively engaged in research 
to im prove both teaching and 
learning. 
But, he said, "There is a tre ­ 
m e n d o u s gap between what is 
a lr e a d y known, and what we’re 
doing. W e d o a great deal of 
talking about education, but lit­ 
tle is happening in the real 
•w orld of the schools. 
<*No one in his right mind 
would seriously contend that 
jum bo-sir* lectures make for 
t be best instruction. We don’t 
need 15 years oí research to tell 
us that. How can one teacher 
te a c h every student at that stu­ 
dent’s ra te of learning ? 
,<We already know, too, that a 
JL g fe proportion of a teach­ 
e r's tim e is spent not in teach­ 
ing students, but actually in dis­ 
tracting 
them from learning. 
The « m e is spent in control- 


'sharpen your pen cil,"sit down’ 
and ‘don’t talk without raising 
your hand.’ 
"It Is quite clear right now 
that 
computer- assisted In­ 
struction 
in elementary and 
secondary 
schools is a more 
effective 
program 
for some 
learning tasks. With such a pro­ 
gram , one-quarter to one-third 
of the class time could be spent 
by the students studying alone 
at 
their own rates. Teachers 
would be released for time as 
individual 
learning 
consult­ 
an ts." 
C lark also declared that the 
graded system of education, 
where pupils march through the 
first, second, third gTades, etc., 
in educational lockstep, "is an 
absurdity." A second grade stu­ 
dent who can do fifth grade 
work in science has to wait an 
unnecessary 
three years 
to 
reach that level; a fourth grade 
student reading at the second 
grade level never gets a chance 
to catch up. 
"Social decisions made in edu­ 
cation," Clark said, "would in­ 
dicate that society is not willing 
to pay the money necessary to 
produce 
the best learning - 
teaching 
situations. 
People 
think If a school has one teacher 
for every SO students, and the 
buildings 
aren’t falling down, 
everything is in pretty good 
shape. 
"What we have today is not 
nearly good emugh, but it is by 
the status oí teachers in the 
community.**

JOHN THE IMPOSSIBLE 
People 
tend 
to forget, when 
they think about John Lindsay, 
how terribly regulated his ideo­ 
logical reflexes are. Here he Is, 
competing for the renomination 
of the Republican Party as may­ 
or of New York, trying for the 
sake of the orthodox to get him­ 
self photographed with Ronald 
Reagan when briefly the gover­ 
nor was tn town. But then he 
slips away over the weekend and 
addresses the kids at Yale Uni­ 
versity — and there is the real 
L i n d s a y , 
who shows by his 
thoughts why he is incapable of 
dealing with reality in New York 
City. 
"If you wonder," he told his 
audience, "why so many stu­ 
dents seem to take the radi­ 
cals seriously, why they seem 
to listen to clearly unaccept­ 
able proposals and tactics, ask 
yourself what other source in 
the past has won for itself the 
confidence of young people." 
Now the formal structure of 
that observation is: Granted that 
no one should condone the pro­ 
posals and tactics of A. But are 
you surprised that people do, 
inasmuch as people have also 
condoned the proposal and tact­ 
ics of B, D, E, and F? That 
structure is, by the way, insuf­ 
ficient to carry the weight of the 
argument. There have been at 
all tim es in history people who 
have believed in unbelievable 
things, and who have condoned 
uncondonable things. It does not 
follow 
that one should be per­ 
missive toward those who con­ 
tinue to do so. Because there 
w ere Germans in their par­ 
en ts’ tim e who 
believed in 
exterminating the Jewish race 
neither explains, nor justifies, 
that there should be Negroes in 
our time who wish to extermin­ 
ate the white race. But con­ 
sider the examples then cited 
by Mr. Lindsay as being in some 
way equivalent to the proposals 
and tactics of the SDS . . . . 
"Is it the Government (which 
has won for itself the confi­ 
dence of young people by)tel­ 
ling us that victory in Vietnam 


was around the com er?" 
How is that a "proposal" or 
a "tactic?*’ It is a m is-estim ­ 
ate. Anybody who has confidence 
in every m ilitary estimate, or 
for that matter social esti­ 
mate, of a government, is na­ 
ive beyond hope. 
" . . . 
or that we fight for a 
democratic ally that shuts down 
newspapers and jails the oppos- 
ition?" 
The 
United States 
harassed 
newspapers during 
the last war, and jailed people 
who were not even proven to be 
sympathetic to the opposition, 
but m erely ethnically related. 
Did that make our country, vis- 
a-vis 
H itler’s, 
indefensible? 
Undemocratic? 
"Is it the m ilitary, explain­ 
ing at Bem tre, that 'it became 
necessary to destroy the town 
in order to save it’?"Why is that 
so difficult to understand? A 
town is less its buildings than 
its institutions. The resistance 
in France did everything to d e­ 
stroy French installations, so 
as to repel the Nazis. Did May­ 
or Lindsay never read about the 
burning of Moscow by Mus­ 
covites in order to discourage 
Napoleon? 
"Is it the university, which 
calls itself a special institution, 
divorced from worldly pursuits, 
while it engages in real estate 
speculation and helps plan and 
evaluate projects for the m ili­ 
tary 
in Vietnam?*' What ap­ 
palling, demagogic, balderdash. 
Is building a bridge a worldly 
pursuit? Well, they have taught 
you how to do that at univer­ 
sities since Plato. Is it worldly 
for a private university to char­ 


ge a student far less than it costs 
to send him there to school? 
How Is the university going to 
make up the difference? By 
Investments, 
Including real- 
estate investments: for the sole 
benefit of the student. 


The trouble with John Lindsay, 
fundamentally, is that he cannot 
think 
rigorously. 
The next 
trouble Is that when he does 
think, he thinks in harrowing 
penetrable liberal cliches. The 
third trouble is his genius for 
saying the inappropriate thing. 
The thing to say at a college 
in this particular season is that 
the indulgence shown to the 
radicals tears at the substance 
of the civil society. But to say

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Believe Americans Are Blond, Blue-Eyed Indian Slaughterers

Let's start with a cliche. 
The conception of America 


that poor people in the under, 
developed 
nations 
of South 


America 
have come mostly 


from the movies. The fact that 
their idea of us is a little less 
than realistic is not only the 
fault of Hollywood who wants to 
show a profit, but the poverty 
of the people itself. 


Poor people, of course, don't 


understand 
English; in most 


cases, the majority being illi. 
terate, they can't even read the 
sub-titles in their own langu* 
age. They don't go to movies 
with lots of words; they like 
action. Randolph Scott and Joel 
McCrea are still pretty hot 
stuff in the villages where 1 
w oiked as a Peace Corps Vol» 
unteer. 


The people there think of 


America — outside of Chicago 
and New York where hordes of 
gangsters in black Pierce Ar. 
rows roam the streets shooting 
down pedestrians — as a great 
dry land sleeping under cloud. 
less skies, dotted here and there 
in improbable places by saloons 
where six foot blond-headed, 
blue«eyed heroes belt down a 
few straight slugs of whiskey or 
Coca-Cola before sauntering out 
to slaughter 
ten or twenty or 


fifty half naked and evil Indians. 


One of the horrifying mo- 


ments of my life was sitting in a 
little theatre high up in the 
South American Andes jam 
packed with Indians and to real, 
ize suddenly that they were all 
wildly cheering for that white 
man who was knocking off their 
northern cousins by the dozens. 


In time I came to realize that 


the high country Indian, the Ser- 
rano of Colombia, Ecuador, Pe» 
ru, and Bolivia has pretty much 
accepted the white's judgment of 
himself. He sees himself as an 
inferior being, as scarcely hu. 
man, and as a legitimate victim 
of exploitation by the rich and 
their 
middle-class 
buddies. 


When an Indian talks to you, not 
out of choice but because the 
necessity has arisen, he takes 
his hat off, holds it before him 
in both hands, bows his head, and 
with his eyes on the ground 
speaks his little piece. "Patron, 
cito," he begins. My little boss. 


The first rule for permanent. 


ly conquering a country if you 
have decided not to extermin- 
ate the population is to destroy 
the self-respect and dignity of 
its people. The Spanish conquer, 
ers and their heirs, past mast- 
ers at colonization, have done 
just that. The Indian today lives 
out his life in brutish squalor, 
pushed onto the poorest land, 
completely isolated from his 
nation, living worse than he did 
400 years ago under the domin- 
ation of the Incan emperors. 


There is a highway between 


the village where I lived and the 
capitol of the country, a wind, 
ing road that climbs 11,000 
feet from sea-level in about 60 
miles, a road of fantastic beauty 
and change. About two years ago 
a great chunk of mountain slid 
down from its place and carried 
64 Indian workmen who were 
sleeping in a construction camp 
down into the abyss. It was the 
greatest national tragedy that 
happened while I was in the coun. 
try, but it was mentioned very 
casually on the radio. The an- 


nouncer described the event and 
then gave thanks to God that no 
citizens of the country had been 
killed — only Indians. 


The terrible irony of a state, 


ment like this is that it truth* 
fully reflects the national at. 
titude. Even the Indians them. 
selves feel that if God had to take 
64 people, all things considered, 
thank God it wasn't citizens but 
only Indians. 
Several months before this av- 
alanche I was sitting in a Jeep 
with a fairly high placed govern* 
ment official from that country 
in the plaza of a mountain vil- 
lage. It was a village of totally 
deprived people, without lights 
or sanitary facilities or schools 
or dispensaries and whose only 
water flowed through the town In 
an open ditch. 


"What do you think is the so- 


lution to the problem of your 
Indian population?" I asked him, 
and immediately he made ma- 
chine guns out of his hands and 
swung them in a great arc a. 
cross the plaza. "Dah, dah, dah, 
dah, 
dah, dah," he said. And 


then he looked into my face 
and said sarcastically, "but 
don't look so shocked, my naive 
gringo. Isn't that how you soU 
ved your Indian problem, and 
don't you think that today if we 
had solved our problem as you 
did yours we wouldn't now be a 
rich and prosperous nation?" I 
still didn't say anything and now, 
out of a kind of terror and guilt 
he cried, "But what can we do? 
How can we reach them? They 
won't have anything to do with 
us. We've cheated and robbed 
and killed them so often they 
don't want any thing to do with us. 
They don't buy anything. They 
don't produce anything. They 
just live here in the country, 
2,000,000 of 
them, 
a black 


weight crushing our nation with 
our shame." 


Last year a major drought hit 


the countries along the Pacific 
slope of South America as far 
north as Colombia. In certain 
areas which normally receive 
abundant rainfall to raise crops 
of potatoes, barley, or corn 
there was no rain at all, and 
whole populations, 
their chll» 


dr en dying of hunger had to move 
out of villages where they had 
lived all their lives. In the south, 
ern part of the country where I 
worked, one of those terrible 
conflicts between human rights 
and property rights took place. 
A group of Indians without water 
for their crops "borrowed" for 
one year a piece of ground 
from one of the large land, 
owners. 


"But you are trespassing," 


the hacendado cried. "You must 
get 
off or 1 must 
call the 


troops." 


"Patroncito," the Indian spo- 


kesman 
said. "We are filled 


with shame to molest you, but 
now it makes little difference 
to us if we die of thirst or from 
your bullets." And they moved 
in and the land owner called the 
troops and one morning around 
a little pond ten of them were 
shot like animals at a water- 
hole in the early morning when 
the hunting is best, nine of them 
in the back as they ran in ter. 
ror. One of the Indians was 
ninety years old and several 
were in their sixties and seven- 
ties. 


Reading about this I was re- 


minded of the stories I had heard 
in my own village in Vina, Cali. 
fornia, where I used to farm. 
Up until fifty years ago, the 
old-timers said, their old eyes 
glistening with the shining me- 
mory of it, Indians were hunted 
like deer and sacks of poisoned 
flour were left in the sheep 
herders' cabins for them. The 
last Indian, the famous Ishi, 
who was captured in 1912, I
